President Truman's Commission 


on Higher Education recommended 
in A ieport released for publication 
touuy that the federal government 
appropriate 1 billion 875 million 
dollars for tax-supported colleges 
and universities over a five-year 
period. 


A strong dissent was registered 


by, the Catholic members of the 
commission, who saw in the "tax- 
supported" clause the exclusion of 
church-supported colleges from the 
proposed federal program. 


Presumably other churches may 


feel as the Catholic spokesmen do, 
""••—"-^ not offering immediate 


However, the issue of fed- 
eral aid goes deeper than any par- 
ticular religion—it harks back to 
the question of whether education 
is to be a conditional item in Amer- 
ica or entirely free to all. 


Even in this writer's childhood 
the public grade schools in many 
cities wore presumed not to be 
all that was desired for a good 
elementary education, and so we 
still had that hangover 
f r o m 


colonial days—the private 
acad- 


™ am referring to non-church- 


?.fiiliated private schools. 
Such 


private elementary schools hung 
on simply because up to 30 or 40 
years ago many 
public 
schools 


were still considered inadequate. 


It wass a wholly undemocratic 


condition, and America has changed 
if. for the bettor by making the 
elementary public schools adequate- 


This has meant the death of the 


private academics, but for obvious 
reason in a nation where free 
public education is paramount.

'Militaristic' Bogymen 
Something new has been added 


to the usual election-year 
argu- 


ments, even at this early date. 
It is the question of "militarists" 
and military influence in govern- 
ment. We'll be hearing more of it, 
too, •whether or not a military man 
is one of the -presidential candi- 
dates. 


A group of 21 distinguished scien- 


s, educators, authors and clergy- 
ri is the latest to tee off on "the 


present trend toward military con- 
trol of our institutions." The 21, 
including Prof. 
Albert Einstein, 


have fired a blast at universal mil- 
itary training. In the course of it, 
they have some hard words to 
say about military men in policy- 
making posts. 


Secretary of State Marshall, they 


say, "conducts his foreign policy as 
a soldier would do in dealing with 
the enemy." They point out that 
other military men 
are in 
the 
Sipte Department, 
that Admiral 


Leahy is close to the President, 
that UN Delegate Warren Austin 
was "the military's 
enthusiastic 


supporter" while in Congress, and 
that military funds are being used 
to finance scientific research 
in 


the nation's colleges and universi- 
ties. 


Further, they are concerned over 


the government's industrial mobili- 
zation plan, 
and the "favorable 


publicity" that the Army gets in 


ntion's press, and the use of 
Scouts in the Army recruiting 
program. History shows, they say, 
that militarism leads to war 
and 
loss of personal freedom. 


Let us take up the last charge 


first, as it applies to the United 
States. Since the Revolution, 
we 


.have fought six rnore-or-less major 


v; wars: the War of 1812, under James 
.•-Madison's presidency; the Mexican 


War under Polk; the Civil 
War 


under Lincoln; the War with Spain 
under McKinley, and the two World 
Wars under Wilson and Franklin 
^"•Roosevelt. 


Madison, Polk, Lincoln and Mc- 


Kinley were lawyers' and politi 
cians. Wilson and Roosevelt prac- 
ticed law briefly. Wilson was pres- 
ident of Princeton and governor 
of New Jersey before he occupied 
the White House. Roosevelt held 
a succession of political offices. Not 
one of the secretaries of state was 
a professional soldier, either. 


The specter of "militarism" dis- 


turbs the sleep of some of our 
rnogt intelligent, well-meaning citi- 
zljps. The last war put some 1-1,- 
000,000 men and women into uni- 
form. It naturally focused some 
public attention on the men 
who 


commanded them. 
It is hardly 
remarkable that a good many per-

body, it may cause 
one of the 


symptoms noted above and never 
be noticed. Or it may invade the 
central nervous system and feed 
upon nerve cells. 


If it destroys enough of them, the 


muscles served by these cells be- 
come permanently paralyzed. If, 
hovvever, enough nerve cells 
re- 


main 
after 
the disease subsides, 


and if the muscles have been kept 
in good condition, power may be 
restored ot them 
through either 


re-education, physical therapy 
or 


orthopedic surgery.

That may seem to be a small 


percent but the memorial scient- 
ists believe it is significant. 
Any 
progress, they believe, toward the 
control of any one type of cancer is 
a definite step toward the eventual 
control of other types of cancer.

Big Question Is Can Spirit 
of Gandhi, the Martyr, Have 
Continued influence in

The frail body of Mahatma Gand- 


hi has been consumed in the white 
flames of the burning-ghat beside 
the sacred Jurnna river, 
in 
a 


uwesomc but impressively beauti- 
ful ceremony which one must soc 
to understand. 


The mahatma's body is gone — 
murdered by one who made 
the 
salaam of goodwill even 
as 
he 


Fired the traitorous shots. But the 
spirit of this world-figure, 
whose 


last act as he sank dying to the 
ground was to give the sign of for- 
giveness to his assassin, still lives 
within the hearts of the host who 
worshipped him. 


These circumstances present the 


Indian sub-continent, housing close 
to a fifth of tlie world's population, 
with a problem which is both mo- 
mcntus and unique. It is this: 


Can the .spirit of Gandhi, 
the 


martyr, continue to exorcise 
the 


same influence over the country's 
inflammable millions as ho has ox- 
ercised in life? Can Gandhi, dead, 
still hold in leash the bitter, primi- 
tive hatreds which coulcl plunge the 
Indian peninsula inlo the horror of 
a fratricidal strife 
such 
as 
the 


world never before has seen? 


Now that's not just an academic 


query. The question of 
whether 


Gandhi the martyr is as big 
as 


Gandhi alive is one of the gravest 
of our troubled glebe. And it's one 
riobody can answer at the moment. 
Only time can tell, nnd pending its 
answer the anxiety must continue. 


Gandhi's assassination has 
cm- 


phaizcd a complication in the In- 
dian iUiation. We no longer 
are 


concerned merely with )hc commu- 
nal warfare between the 
Hindus 


and the Moslems. There's a dan- 
cerous split among the Hindus, and 
they total about throe-quarters of 
the- sub-continent's population.
